Malaria Mosquito 


Deadly War Is Being Waged On The 
Home Front 

War against the deadly malaria 
mosquito is being waged on the home 
‘front. .In Canada health authorities 
are beginning to worry that the dis- 
ease, which has been dormant for 
more than half a century, may he 
brought .back to Canada by returning 
troops from the Mediterranean area; 
that men who hase recovered from 
the disease may pass on the bug by 
way of the mosquitoes here, known 
as Anopheles. 

‘Already malaria control is being 
carried out extensively in the United 
States by dusting mosquito areas 
from airplanes and the use of oil on 
stagnant water. 

“Miss Ann”, which is ‘the soldier's 
name for the Anopheles malaria- 
carrying, mosquito, breeds. fast on 
‘warm Spring days and in water 
allowed to stagnate after seasonal 
rains. And because this fragile-ap- 
pearing, but deadly mosquito is re- 
sponsible for this war's worst disease, 
U.S. health authorities have begun 
'their greatest offensive to extermin- 
ate her. :

A.—Permits are no longer required 
when an existing business changes 
ownership, acquires additional floor 
space or moves to other premises.

GRANDMOTHER'S “SUGAR 
COOKIES” 

4 cup shortening 
6 cup brown sugar, 
4 cup corn syrup 
2 eggs, well beaten 
1 teaspoon vanilla or lemon ex- 

tract 
2% cups sifted all-purpose flour 

4 cup sifted corn starch 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cream of tartar 

1, teaspoon soda ; 

Cream shor tening and gradually 
beat in brown sugar and corn syrup, 
blending thoroughly. Add beaten | 
eggs and flavouring. Sift dry. in- 
gredients together three times and 
add to cream mixture in five or six 
additions, working in gradually until 
all has been used. Roll out thin on 
a floured board and cut in rounds or 
other desired shapes. Place on 
greased baking sheet; bake in a mod- 
erate oven (357 degrees I.) for 12 
to 15 minutes. When cool, put to- 
gether in pairs with jam, jelly, apple 
butter, etc.; or serve platy Yield: 4 
dozen cookies (about 2% inches in 
diameter).
